Last two terrorist strongholds in South Lebanon taken 


Israeli aircraft continued to bomb 
and strafe terrorist targets in 
southern Lebanon yesierday as 
ground forces dug into positions they 
had taken along a 100-kilometre 
front on Wednesday. 

Sporadic artillery duels continued 
throughout the day, while Israeli 
troops completed taking the last two 
of the 19 terrorist strongholds at- 
tacked. 

Israeli casualties were officially 
given yesterday as 11 dead and 57 in- 
jured — the heaviest loss of life in ac- 
tion since the 1918 Yom Kippur War. 

The unofficial tally for terrorist 
dead is 150, with “several dozen” 
taken captive. The actual number of 
terrorist dead, however, 15 thought 
to be much higher -.- especially after 
yesterday's continued aerial bom- 
bardments of terrortst training 
camps, artillery batteries. positions 
and reinforcement columns. 

The army spokesman last night 
dismissed a3 “‘nonsense” a terrorist 
report from Beirut that the PLO had 
taken Israeli prisoners. 

Observers seid yesterday that 

they did not expect any more heavy 
fighting over the next few days — the 
main fighting having been completed 
and all the major objectives having 
been attained. 
They did not discount, however, 
the possibility that a lHmited 
terrorist counter-attack, possibly 
with covert Syrian help, would be 
launched. 


So far the Syrians have remained 
out of the fighting, limiting 
themselves to providing light anti- 


aircraft cover on Wednesday. 

The air force was called into action 
for most of the day yesterday, con- 
centrating its fire on several 
terrorist positions In the Arnoun and 
Beaufort areas north of the Litani 
River, The terrorists had used these 
positions to fire 122mm. and 130mm.

Ehrlich pledges 
to end ‘vicious 
cycle of strikes’

TEL AVIV. — Finance Minister 
Simha Ebrlich yesterday outlined a 
hard government stand on labour 
disputes, saying. “‘we aim to break 
the vicious cycle of wildcat strikes 
which only breed more and more 
strikes." 

Addressing members of the 
Liberal Party Executive, Ehriich 
said: ‘If we do not surrender in a 
number of disputes, we will have 
three or four wildcat strikes and then 
they will end. Only a tough approach 
will help in this aftuation. This is 
what the government decided, and 
we will adhere to our policy.” 

He came out against issuing back- 
to-work orders in cases ‘where it js 
obvious that they will not be obeyed. 
I would rather have a strike and 
fight it out to the end than bring 
about mass contempt of the courts."” 

He also said the government hopes 
that wage rises in the coming year 
will be moderate. ‘‘In industry last 
year we had an increase of 7 per cent 
in real pay while the increase of 
productivity was only some 5 to 6 per 
cent," he said.

TEL AVIV. — The U.S. is already 
moving energetically to defuse the 
crisis in southern Lebanon and to 
secure the early withdrawal of 
Israeli forces. 

The charge d'affaires‘ at the 
American embassy here, Richard 
Viets, called on Premier Begin 
yesterday with initial U.S. ideas on 
how to proceed now that the military 
phase is over. 

U.S, sources were extremely reluc- 
tant to divulge the nature of 
American thinking at this early 
stage. Their reticence was surpassed 
by that of Israeli officials. who were 
rejuctant even to confirm that Begin 
had seen Viets. 

But apparently Washington would 
like some progress towards a solu- 
tion — and perhaps also a beginning 
of Israeli withdrawal — even before 
Begin and Foreign Minister Dayan 
fly to Washington next week. ‘There 
Is no point putting off préblems,”" an 
American source observed. 

The premier told @ news con- 
ference an Wednesday that the 
southern Lebanen ajuauon would 
certainly feature in hie talks with the 
president. Other Israeli officials 
have indicated clearly that 
Jerusalem wants Washington to 
mediate with Syria. Lebanon and 
Egypt to achieve the “agreement” or 
“arrangement" which Begin said 
Israel would insist on before pulling 
out. 

This agreement — the premier did 
not specify who the parties to it ought

Sadat will 
continue 
‘peace search’ 


CAIRO (AP). — Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat yesterday condemned 
Israel's drive into Lebanon and said 
he would convene his National 
Security Council, which meets only 
in times of crisis, to decide the next 
step. But the Egyptian leader said he 
would continue the search for a 
peaceful solution. 

“Israel should know that 
bloodshed... will not create security 
and that solving the Palestinian 
problem is the correct approach for 
establishment of peace in our area," 
Sadat said. 


Sadat told a group of visiting 
African parliamentary leaders that 
he would continue to monitor the 
developments in Lebanon “because 
we have to make our plan in this 
respect." 

“We thought we had reached the 
point when we were about to solve 
the whole problem peacefully and 
(then) Israel resorts to the use of 
force again," Sadat said. 

Foreign Minister Mohammed

Valentine had given the police docu- 
ment to him. 

Mordechai Tzarfati (‘'Mentesh"), 
the document says, is one of the 
country’s largest financiers of drugs 
operations — transactions which are 
allegedly carried out by Bezalel 
Mizrahi and Rahamim Aharoni. The 
many persons under Tzarfati’s alleg- 
ed control also operate as loan 
sharks and control protection 
rackets, the document says. 

Bezalel Mizrahi, who has also filed 
@ libe) suit against "‘Ha'aretz"' for 
Valentine's articles which named 
him as a crime leader, figures 
prominently in the report. Mizrahi, a 
hotelier and contractor, is a partner 
in the Mars furniture business. 
Besides naming him as one of the 
biggest financiers of drugs transac- 
tions in the country, the report says 
that his shares in the Mars company 
were extorted from David Shulman. 

The document says that Mizrahi 
plans to turn the Mars building into a 
department store where goods stolen 
in Europe will be marketed. Mizrahi 
is also involved in the smuggling 
abroad of diamonds stolen in Israel 
and the smuggling of hard currency 
abroad under the guise of a furniture 
importing venture from Rumania, 


according to the document. (The 
Rumanian furniture is imported by 
David Shulman.) 

Another name mentioned in many 
press reports about organized crime 
ig that of Rahamim Aharoni, whom 
the document named a leading drugs 
financier. His legitimate ac- 
tivities Include the ownership of 
several boutiques. The police docu- 
ment says he acquired the boutiques 
through extortion and ig also in- 
volved In dealing in stolen diamonds. 

Tuviya Oshri, a name often men- 
tloned together with that of 
Rahamim Aharoni, is the latter's 
Bartner in all of his activities, accor- 
ding to the orief. ex: 

Ell Tisona, the report alleges, ia 
another associate of Aharoni’s and is 
involved mainly in the drug trade. 

Much more is known about Ezra 
‘Tisona, whom the report also places 
in the ‘Top 11 of crime."* Ezra 
Tisona ig the world champion in 
backgammon and travels around the 
world defending his title. According 
to police intelligence he does more 
than toss dice during his travels. The 
report claims that he is a messenger 
for various crime chiefs, a collector 
of underworld loans in Israel and 
abroad, and is also involved in the 
smuggling of hard into Israel. 

Munya Shapiro, against whose suit 
the police document waa filed 85 
evidence, is a shareholder in the Tel 
Aviv Country Club and ἃ dealer in 
used cars. His Megal activities, the 
report claims, include drug dealing in 
association with Bezalel Mizrahi and 
the sale of stolen cars. Shapiro's 
speciality is the sale of stolen cars 
which are sold with licences of cars 
wrecked in accidents, it said. One of 
his weaknesses, according to the 
police intelligence, is dice: one night 
jast year he is said to have lost IL3m. 
in a night of gambling. 

Ya‘acov Epstein, who owns 
several used-car businesses, is nam- 
ed by the report as a financier of 
stolen property deals, drugs and 
smuggling operations. One of his 
alleged employees is Eliezer 


Sukenik, one of whose specialities, 
according to the document, is loan 
collecting. 

Restaurateur Rafi Shauli, who 
owns restaurants in several parts of 
the country. a travel agency and a 
holiday camp in Rhodes, is allegedly 
involved in drug imports and- 
smuggling. According to the report, 
one of his specialities is smuggling 
hard currency abroad, apparently 
through a network of El Al flight 
stewards. 


Yehezke! Aslam, a textile dealer 
who also owns boutiques which sell 
his products, was by the 
police document to have received 8

Schindler lauds State Dept. ‘team’ »

NEW YORK. — Rabbi Alexander 
Schindler, chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations, 
yesterday praised the State Depart- 
ment and some administration of- 
ficlals in connection with Middle 
East negotiations.

Schindler lauded the “present 
team” at the State Department for 
promoting the bilateral talks 
between Israel] and Egypt. He also 
singled out for praise in this connec- 
tion Vice-President Walter Mondale 
and presidential aldes Hamilton Jor- 
dan and Robert Lipshutz. 


However, concern existed that the 
Nationa] Security Council, headed by 
Zbigniew Brzezinski, ‘‘continues to 
espouse policies that are unaccep- 
table to us." 

He denied a ‘“‘New York Times” 
report that he had called President 
Carter a “question mark" for the 
Jewish community. None of the 
criticism ‘‘has yet touched Mr. 
Carter, but many Jews have 
questions towards his policy," he 
said.

no diplomatic demarches, either in 
Jerusalem or in western capitals, 
urging Israel to cease its military ac- 
tion and pull out. But officials in 
Jerusalem said they were disap- 
pointed at the world’s response to 
Israel's demand, after Saturday's 
terror atrocity, that PLO offices in 
foreign capitals be shut down. There 
had been no positive responses 
whatever to this appeal, the officials 
reported. 

Some states had said that they 
were “‘considering™ it. Others had 
replied that they had no legal power 
to close the offices or oust PLO men 
since these were affiliated to inter- 
national agencies and held 
diplomatic rank. Other states had 
simply turned down the appeal, and 


still others had not yet replied at all., 


The Post's military correspondent 
adds: 

Informed sources fast night said” 
that Israel would probably strive for 
an agreement whereby the Syrians 


would commit themsetves to preven- 
ting any terrorist infiltration across 
the Litani, coupled with an injection 
into the south of the Lebanese Army 
to keep the peace. 

Such a formula has been used in 
the past, as when Israeli troops took 
the strategic hill of Tel Shreika last 
year. Israel agreed to withdraw from 
the area after an agreement similar 
to the above was reached with the 
Syrians through the Americans. 

A complicating factor in the pre- 
sent situation, however, is that 
whereas Lebanese Christian forces 
were capable of taking over Tel 
Shreika, they are not capable of tak- 
ing over the Israeli gains in the latest 
action. 

The Christians are reported to 
have only 3,000 trained men under 
armas, some 20 antiquated tanks, and 
limited artillery. They are thus in- 
capable of filling any vacuum which 
will be left by the Israelis in the event 
of a withdrawal, placing heavier 
emphasis on the importance of the 
regular Lebanese Army moving inte 
keep the peace.

Born in Cairo, Prof. Chavet 
studied in a yeshiva under Rabbi 
Ovadia Yosef, who as Israel's Chief 
Rabbi has offered him his blessing 
and support for hia candidacy. He 
first came to Eretz Israel in 1944 to 
study science at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, and returned to Egypt {n 1947, 
He speaks Hebrew, Arabic, English 
and French. He came on aliya in 
1951, followed by his parents in 1955. 

Prof. Chavet, who wears a black 
cloth kippa on bis head and recites a 
blessing before downing a glass of 
fruit fuice, was not always ritually 
observant. ‘I waa religious up to the 
age of 30, but then I gave up obszer- 
vances — except for kashrut — 
because 1 had doubta if I was acting 
out of real belief.” 

For nearly 20 years he was not 
Orthodox, until about two years ago, 
when he “found the need to believe 
and to pray. My return was a 
miracie." 

Prof. Chevet and his wife have five 
children: a 22-year-old daughter in 
the regular army, a 20-year-old son 
in compulsory service, a 12-year-old 
and a nine-year-old son, and a one- 
year-old baby. (He has some tronble 
remembering the ages: ‘With 
everything that's happened 
recently,” he smiles; ‘I'm still in a 
daze.”") 

If he becomes president, Prof.

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MUNICH ~ His books were inter- 
national best-sellers and he came 
within a hair's breadth of winning 
the Nobel prize for literature. 

The movie made from one of his 
novels, “The Treasure of Sierra 
Madre,” is to this day one of the 
great classics of Hollywood. 

But when he died in Mexico in 1969, 
the mystery surrounding B. Traven 
was ag deep as it had been for more 
than 40 years — ever since 1925 when 
"Vorwaerts,"’ the official newspaper 
of Germany's Social Democratic 
Party. printed In serial form his first 
great International success — "ὙΠῸ 
Death Ship: The Story of an 
American Sailor.” 

Literary experts, private detec- 
tives and plateons of newspaper 
reporters tried for years to establish 
his true identity. And the less they 
found out, the wilder and the more 
rampant the rumours became. 

There were those who maintained 
that Traven was in reality Jack Lon- 
don, who had merely felgued suicide 
in order to live away from ft all in 
peace. One version had him as an il- 
legitimate son of the German 
Kaiser, another as Stalinist agent, 
and a third as a Trotskyite. 

Ἢ it all, Traven remained 
maddeningly reclusive and in- 
aefatigably elusive, insisting that 
“only my works matter; my person 
is unimportant.” 

The only link to the outside world 
was his post office box in Tampico, 
Mexico. And although it was later es- 
tablished that he went to Hollywcod 
to consult on the shooting of “Sierra 
Madre.” he did so by disguising 
himself as his own "literary agent."” 

But now, thanks to his widow, 
Rosa Elena Lujan. and an exhibit in

Tamas Vasary, the guest soloist in 
the Beethoven Concerto, is un- 
doubtedly a pianist of great 
resources and musical percep- 
tiveness. Technically, there was 
nothing missing in the execution οὗ 
his part; on the other hand, the 
sound of his playing was somewhat 
lightweight and bodyless (without 
being ethereal). 

Vasary. in response to ap- 
preciative applause, added the 
Funeral March from the Piano 
Sonata Opus 26. 

The conductor's unorthodox direc- 
tive movements posed a hazard to 
the orchestra for precise entries, but 
tis musical enthusiasm, evident in 
every phrase, transmitted his inten- 
tions to the musicians. Consequent- 
ly, the Bach Suite was very much

The mystery of B. 


Cologne of-50 paintings and drawings. 
by Franz Wilhelm Seiwert. a pre- 
World War ΤΊ German painter, the 
vell has been partly lifted and some 
new light has been shed on the 
Traven mystery. 

The paintings, including two por- 
traits of the writer, had belonged to 
Traven and were donated by his 
widow to Cologne's Art Society. 

It ta the link to the artist Sefwert, 
who died of cancer tn 1933 and whom 
Traven described to his wife aa “my 
best friend." which is a major new 
piece in the puzzle. 


SEIWERT, was & major contributor 
of etchings and drawings to a fierce- 
ly anti-capitalist, anti-war, anti- 
Kaiser, and revolutionary magazine, 
“Der Ziegelbrenner."’ published in 
Munich from 1917 to the end of 1921. 
“Der Ziegetbrenner" was ἃ one-man 
editing and publishing operation by 
an actor and firebrand revolutionary 
calling himself Ret Marut. 

Whether that was his real name 
and where he came from may never 
be known, but it is now virtually cer- 
tain that Marut and B. Traven were 
one and the same. 

And that explains some of his 
elusiveness in the 1920s, for he was 
then a man on the political lam, in 
hiding to stay alive. 

In November 1918, just before the 
World War I armistice, when the 
German Kaiser end the kings under 
him abdicated, Bavaria declared ita 
independence from the Reich as a

Eisner himself was assassinated 
by a “‘counter-revolutionary"' 
aristocrat in the spring of 1919, and 
some weeks later insurgent rightist 
forces invaded Munich, putting an 
end to the Bavarian Soviet Republic. 
Marut/Traven was arrested and 
sentenced to death for ‘‘treazon" by 
the rightist forces in May 1919. But 
he managed to escape from prison, 
and six years later saw the publica- 
tion of the first Traven novel, ‘The. 
Death Ship." written in Mexico. 


When and how Traven got to Mex- 
ico is still not known. 

But for a number of years he must 
have remained underground in Ger- 
many, in all likelihood in or around 
Cologne, which was then under 
British occupation with none less 
than Konrad Adenauer, West Ger- 
many's first chancellor after the Se- 
cond World War, 85 its lord mayor. 

Marut/Traven's magazine, ‘‘Der 
Ziegelbrenner,"’ was still appearing 
and Seiwert, the artist, was con- 
tributing most of the illustrations.

SHORTLY after last Yom Kippur, a

Even in his youth, as a member of 
the (ZL, Tamir was an admirer of 
the English lega! system. He recalls 
that his late father (Dr. Reuven 
Katznelson, one of the pioneers of 
Israel's public-health services) used 
to say that whenever the

was to open Jaw classes, whose 
students In turn made trouble for the 
colonial rule. ‘““My father told me 
that I, too, was one of thoze trouble- 
makers,"* Tamir recalled proudly. 
Tamir, 55, born in Jerusaiem, is 
probably the only Israeli lawyer to 
have written his law examinations in 
the Kenya prison camp to which the 
British had exiled him as an IZL ac- 
tivist. He was sent there three 
months after his marriage and spent 
18 months there. The camp com- 
mander, a former C.J.D. officer in 
Palestine, Colonel H.P. Rice, per 
mitted him to sit for his ex- 


aminations after receiving a cable 
from the High Commissioner 
reading: ‘Please allow terrorist 


Hebrew newspaper published an ar- 
ticle which epitomized the attitude to 
the Jewish religion of many ‘'non- 
religious" Israelis.

‘The police are ‘‘a much more com- 
ἐρεῖ matter," Tamir sald, ἄεῖν- 
ing back into his own iconoclastic 
past. Tamir recalled the famous 
Shurat Hamitnadvim trial in the ear- 
ly 1950s, in which he took a leading 
part against the authorities. "The 
police underwent a real trauma at 
the tirne; finding themselves on the 
defensive. The matter ended with 
the resignation of the Inspector- 
General (Yehezkel Sahar) aud the 
removal of the entire top afficer 
group.” Here he made a pointed 
remark: “The case focused on the 
close friendship between a senior 
police officer and doubtful 
characters, and the Shimron Com- 
mission Report again refers to this 
dangerous phenomenon." 

Tamir believes that although the

In Israel, the traditions of Eastern 
Europe have continued to dominate 
religious life. In addition, the new 
realities of Jewish 1116 in Israel 
seemed to encourage those who 
found difficulties with Orthodox 
Judaism to abandon it altogether, 
since they were assured that their 
identity as Jews did not depend on 
religion or religious observance. 
Indeed the rebellion of Zionism 
against Galut life could be seen as In- 
cluding ‘a rebellion against religious 
tradition. 

Unfortunately, and partly because 
few immigrants came from other 
backgrounds, this view prevailed 
and became inatitutionalized in 


recognized as the only brand of 
Judaism, through the establishment 
of institutions, religious councils, the

achools. This tended to stifle any 
alternative system that might have 
Geveloped. 


THIS WAS tragic, since the result 
has been that in Israel differences 
over Judaism are considered 
legitimate only insofar as they con- 
cern political and Zionist questions.

“More and 
more particle accelerators, the so- 
eallied atom smashers, are being 
built. These valuable tools of sciex- 
tifle research enable physicists to 
change the atom of one element into 
that of another element. ‘This 
transmutation occurs when 
accelerated particles collide with the 
nucleus of any atom.” 

Since one of the secrets scientists 
seek ig the rate of energy loss after 
atomic collision, specially com- 
Pounded sheets of plastic materials 
called “scintillators” are positioned 
at certain points in the accelerator. 
‘Whenever an energy le strikes 
the scintillator, a glow is given off. 

The colour and intensity of the 
glow offer vital clues to the rate of 
energy loss, and the route it takes. 

“The use of our flashtubes in 


accelerators is calibrating these’ 


scintillators.” Prof. Berlman ex- 
plained. “Since these plastic sheets 
are quite large, there is no guarantee 
that.the polymer chemists who built 
them could ensure uniformity of 
fluorescence across the entire sheet.

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Even a slight irregularity in this 
level of energy response could throw 
off the theoretical physicist’s 
calculations by leaps and bounds. 

“To help scientists ensure preci- 
ston calibration, we have developed 
four of these high-speed gas-filled 
flashtubes — with hydrogen, 
deuterium, nitrogen and xenen.

Dollar exchange 
rate may rise to 
IL18.50 this year

The representative exchange 
rate yesterday passed the level of 
1L16.50 per U.S. dollar — the rate 
that the Treasury assumed as the 
average for the fiscal year 
1978/79. . 

If the exchange rate continues 
to rise at an average of two per 
cent per month, the average for 
fiscal 1978/79 will be over IL18.50 
per dollar. This was predicted by 
many economists when the 
budget estimates for the next 
fiscal year were first published. 


Meanwhile the foreign curren- 
ey reserves of the Bank of Israel 
fell by $12m. in February and 
now stand at $1,355m.

TEL AVIV. — The Israel General 
Bank — The Rothachild Bank — hes 
announced its annual results for 
1977. In the chairman’s report Baron 
Edmond de Rothschild stressed the 
bank's growth as evidenced by ‘the 
balance sheet total of IL.1.6b., which 
reflects a growth of §4.5 per cent 
over 1976. The net profit of the bank, 
‘after all allocations, reached 
¥L6.4m., marking ἃ 77.7 per cent im- 
provement over the preceding year. 

David Shoham, the bank's general 
manager, pointed out that the profit 
from operations on a per sbare basis 
was 170 per cent. The net profit per 
share was 59 per cent, showing a 25 
per cent increase over 1976. 

In 1977 a cash dividend of 18 per 
cent was paid as well as 20 per cent 
in bonus shares. The same amount in 
bonus shares was divided among 
shareholders the year before, but the 
cash dividend was only 15 per cent. 


The bank's own capital means 
were Increased by about IL.20m. In 
the latter part of December. The 
effect of the capital increase will 
only be reflected in results for 1978. 
The bank's business increased 


markedly, especially in the areas of 
securities, foreign currency and 
documentary credits. 

In the repart {t is pointed out that 
due to the bank's policy, it does not 
offer savings schemes to the public, 
By contrast, the balance sheets of 
many of the country’s banks, 
savings schemes make up an [n- 
tegral and sizeable part of their 
balance sheet. 

Asked by The Post about the, 
possibility of registering the bank's 
shares on the Tel Aviv Stock Ex- 
change, Shoham said that such δ 
possibility exists. ‘Ir is not unlikely 
that such a proposal would receive 
approval by the bank's board of 
directors,” he said. 

Since the majority of the bank's 
shareholders are non-residents, the 
bank has always measured 
profitability per share in terms of 
maintaining the value of the pound 
vis-a-vis the dollar. With the excep- 
tion of the past year, the bank has 
manegeéd to show profits which ex- 
eeeded the pace of devaluations. 
Shoham anticipates that in the 
current year the bank will not only 
maintain the value of the foreign in- 
vestment, but will make up for the 
disparity in 1977. 


Employers and Histadrut 
wrangle over mas makbil

The Knesset Committee for 
Labour and Social Betterment 
‘Wednesday heard a lengthy discus- 
sion between the employers and the 
Histedrut about National Insurance 
premiums and the mas makbti 
(Kupat Holim dues) paid by 
employers in which each side tried to 
get the other to shoulder more of the 
National Insurance payments. 

The Histadrut wanta to keep Kupat 
Holim independent and demanded 
that the mas makbil paid by 
employers be raised more than the 
Treasury suggested. The Treasury 
proposed to raise these dues from 3.4 
per cent to 3.6 per cent. In exchange 
for that, the Histadrut is willing to 
have the National Insurance fees paid 
by employers for other insurance 
branches reduced from present 
levels. 

The representative of the 
employers" Οἱ ig bureau op- 
posed the increase in mas makbil 
and wanted other insurance 
premiums also cut. He wanted the 
premium for insurance against 

~ which is 0.1 per cent, 
frozen for two years, and to reduce 
the 0.8 per cent premium for un- 
employment insurance. In addition, 
he wanted a 0.3 per cent cut in the 
premium for child allowances, from 
the present 3.4 per cent to 3.1 per 
cent. 


The Histadrut demanded that the 
increase in the premiums payable by 
the employees be 0.2 per cent For all 
insurance branches, instead of 0.3 
per cent as proposed by the 
Treasury. representatives 
want the mas makbil raised by 0.38 
per cent, to 3.68 per cent, and the in- 
crease compensated for by a lower- 
ing of other insurance fees. 


The Histadrut also wants the ex- 
tension of invalid insurance to new 
immigrants, and the recognition of 
invalid status acquired abroad to be 
paid for by the Jewish Agency, and 
not by the Natlonal Insurance 
Institute through premiums 
collected from employers and 
employees. x 


The Histadrut also emphatically 
rejected the proposal to postpone the 
implementation of accident in- 
surance to April 1980. This insurance 
‘was decided upon by the Knesset 
about a year ago and was supposed 
to be implemented in October 1978. 
The new insurance branch extends 
accident insurance to cover ac- 
cidenta ‘not defined as work ac- 
cidents. 

The bill proposed by the Treasury 
and the National Insurance Institute 
provides for a 0.3 per cent increase 
in premiums payable by employees, 
0.2 per cent by employers, and 
another 0.2 per cent payable by 
employers for mas makbil.

THE SHEER size of the arms build-up unearthed by the Israel 
army in the PLO bases and secret caches in southern Lebanon 
provides additional justification — if such ia still needed — for 
Israel's military intervention in that area and for its urgency. 

Tn the 18 months since the end of the Lebanese civil war we 
have all fallen into the unquestioned habit of referring to 
southern Lebanon as a political and military vacuum. We now 
know that this was far from the truth. For, with the exception of 
the small and beleaguered Christian enclaves under Israel's 
protection, the rest of Lebanon south of the Litani and in the 
traditional Fatahland, was fast becoming a renewed military 
stronghold of the various armed factions of the PLO. 

This miiitary build-up, carried out while the Lebanese 
authorities claimed inability to control the south, was made 
possible by massive Libyan-financed and Soviet supplied arms 
shipments entering through the harbour of Tyre. 

This build-up was coupled with the totally undisguised inten- 
tion of the PLO, backed by the Arab Rejectionist Front states, to 
launch a series of major terrorist actions in an attempt to under- 
mine the peace process begun by Sadat and Begin in Jerusalem 
four months ago. 

It would have been intolerable for any Israe] government not 
to react, with urgency and with stunning force, to nip this threat 
in the bud. This week's action came none too soon. 

A budding myth that must be dispelled, however, is in 
reference to the ‘security belt’’ which the military action is said 
to have guaranteed along our northern border. If this talk is in- 
tended to convey the impression:to the border settlements that 
they no longer have to fear Fatah attacks from across the 
border it is dangerously misleading. 

The operation has very dramatically staved off a potentially 
serious deterioration in security along the northern border but it 
has in no way eliminated the PLO threat. It is essential that the 
heightened sensitivity to domestic security triggered by last 
Saturday's tragic events not be permitted to abate. 

The disposition of the Lebanese territory cleared by the Israel 
army will certainly figure in the White House talks scheduled to 
begin between President Carter and Prime Minister Begin next 
week, It is not yet clear what the American position on southern 
Lebanon will be. 

Mr. Carter and his aides can be expected to be largely con- 
cerned with the possibility that this week's events may have put 
a crimp in the wobbly peace process under way between Egypt 
and Israel. From Israel’s point of view there is no reason for ἃ 
connection between the two developments. 

President Sadat, in criticizing the Israeli military action 
yesterday, spoke of the need to negotiate all aspects of the con- 
flict. He is absolutely right; only he conveniently forgot that he 
‘was the one to suspend the talks that had begun and he continues 
to be the one to oppose their resumption. 

There is every reason for the talks to continue on the basis of a 
realistic assessment of both sides’ outer limits. Just as the 
Israel government accepted the need to concede restoration of 
Egyptian sovereignty over Sinai, as a condition for realistic 
negotiations, so must it be clear that no proposal which implies 
a possible future role for the PLO into areas currently con- 
trolled by Israel, would be acceptable to Israel.

NEITHER THE POLITICAL nor the 
military implications of Israel's 
spectacular incursion into southern 
Lebanon this week can be properly 
evaluated at this early stage — not in 
8 place such as the web-like Middle 
East where the unpredictable has 
heen the name of all the games. 

Politically, it remaing to he seen if 
any of the Arab parties concerned 
comes forward to negotate the tran- 
sition of the 1,000 sq.km. strip of 
territory occupied by Israel into a 
security zone for Israel. Militarily, 
the effectiveness of such a zone in 
preventing cross-border infiltration 
and rocket attacks may still be 
questioned — particularly in view of 
yesterday's Katyusha attack near 
Metulla. 

What seems to be clear is that the 
four-pronged d, alr and sea 
assault has indeed ejected the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
from the immediate northern border 
area and crippled its infrastructure 
there. . 

The terror presence in the 
southern Lebanese border region 
has been a mounting danger ever 
since the PLO entered into yet 
another of their temporary alliances 
with Syria to counter Egypt's ‘solo 
opening with Israel, which President 
Anwar Sadat launched last 
November. : 

Recently, elements of the Syrian- 
sponsored Sa’eka organization had 
been moved into border bases to 
reinforce the estimated 2,000-strong 
death squads that served ag 


spearheads for the PLO’s 15,000 to - 


20,000 men stationed in Lebanon. The 
pretext given for the dispatch of the 
Sa‘eka units was that they were re- 
quired to police the PLO ranks as δ 
result of last January's disorders, 
particularly in Sidon and Tyre, 
where the normally pro-Palestinian 
population turned against the 
terrorist forces. 

The Sa‘eka mission waa in fact 
seen to be directed at achieving two 
aims. The first was to restrict the un- 
ruly PLO’s variaus factions, in- 
cluding the Fatah and their ‘‘rejec- 


tionist" rivals, to a double role: com- 
bang the Israei supported Christian 
militias in border enclaves, and 
launching terror activities deep Into 
Israel. a9 they did last 2

to shore up Syria's broader strategy 
fn southern Lebanon. 


IN CONTROLLING the PLO there, 
the Syrians themselves are believed 
to have three motives: : 
- To keep the PLO away from the 
rest of Lebanon where the Syrians 
have been entrenching themselves 
by means of the “peace-keeping” 
Inter-Arab Deterrent Force that put 
an end to Lebanon's civil war 18 
months ago; ‘ 

* To pressure Israel into giving up 
its opposition to a Syrian advance 
beyond the “Red Line" jn southern 
Lebanon by inciting the PLO into ac- 
tion whenever Damascus deemed 
fit: 

. To extend its hegemony over 
southern Lebanon — which it now 
sees as a vitally important factor in 
the Middle Hast drama. 

Infuriated by Sadat’s Jerusalem 
journey, which Damascus feared 
would lead to yet another separate 
accord between Egypt and Israel, 
the Syrians have been working 
desperately to put a complete stop to 
negotiations between the two sides. 

When their pojitical efforta 
appeared to be bearing little fruit — 
despite their succesa in keeping Jor- 
dan‘s King Hussein out of the peace 


war option, hoping to drag Egypt in. 
Several ominous signs, including a 
new flow of Libyan-financed

The head of that little country 
which, together with Bast Germany, 
has absolved itself of all responsibili- 
ty for its Nazi past, that Chancellor 
who is all for forgetting and forgiv- 
ing thet past — tothe point where he 
did ali he could to‘appoint an ex-8S 
officer as ἃ minister in his Cabinet — 
would have done well, had he any 
sense of elementary tact, to keep 
silent on anything that involves the 
Jewish people. bi 

Perhaps his Jewish origin does not 
allow him to be at least as restrained 
as many Germans who, while dis- 
agreeing with Israel's policies, at 
least have the sense and modesty to 
refrain from a pretence at moral 
condemnation. 

At his press conference, Krelsky 
said that he saw no moral distinction 
between the killing of people in war 
and killing them by individual acts of 
terror.

common denominator is sheer 
demagoguery and hypocrisy. 

It is demago; because he: 
clumsily attempts to exploit the re~ 
jection of violence by many decent 
and well-meaning people to justify 
violence in its most cowardly, cruel 
and illegitimate form. It is 
because he said what he said to back 
the statements of -his foreign 
minister in Kuwait. The choice of 
that particular site for these 
statements reveals the ulterior 
motives behind them. 

Kreisky's oily reduction of all 
violence to the same level, for the 
sole purpose of providing the PLO 
with a moral alibi by “‘understan- 
ding” its motives, is not only moral- 
ly revolting but also reveals the 
Austrian ‘Chancellor's ignorance of 
history and his inability or refusal to 
understand it. Ἶ 

Kreisky's pronouncements are 
morally repelient beceuse he must 
know — all socialista of his genera- 
tion knew — that there have always 
been, there are and there will for a 
long time continue tc. be, national 
and social struggles that take violent 
forms.
